Two major developments on 
Foothill Boulevard in Upland have 
been delayed past opening dates 
once scheduled for this fall, but the 
projects’ sponsors expect work to be 
completed next year. 

John Bainbridge, director of 
property development for Vanguard 
Builders Inc., said last week the 
firm now hopes to break ground by 
the end of this month on the $5 


million shopping center near the - 


southeast corner of Foothill and 
Mountain Avenue: 

And Greg Baderdeen — one of 
three partners in the project near 
the southeast corner of Foothill and 
Campus Avenue — said construction 
will start within 30 days on the $3.2 
million bowling center and adjacent 
shops. 

Bainbridge pointed to ad- 
justments in the center’s design as 
delaying work on the project. 
Vanguard had once hoped to break 
ground May 1. 

A tentative parcel map to create 
six parcels for sale or lease has been

continued three times by the Upland 
Planning Commission. 

Commissioners have cited their 
concern that the parcels would hurt 
comprehensive development of the 
center, possibly leading to required 
improvements being added in a 
piecemeal fashion. 

With this in mind, the commission 
is scheduled to amend the 
conditional-use permit for the pro- 
ject later this month to ensure 
proper phasing of the center im- 
provements. 


Bainbridge said Vanguard concurs 
with the request, which he added 
will not hinder the firm’s plans to go 
ahead with the groundbreaking. 

Action on the conditional-use per- 
mit could clear the way for commis- 


’ sion approval of the parcel map. 


Chuck Beck, Vanguard director of 
development, has noted in a letter to 
the city that the map ‘‘is essential to 
obtaining the necessary financing to 
move forward with the project.” 

The as-yet-unnamed center will 
have more than 100,000 square feet 
of floor area, including a two-story 


Office complex 


project in doubt

A decision Tuesday night by the Upland City Council to 
retain street access through a complex of 18 office 
buildings sent sponsors back to the drawing board 
wondering if the project is still economically feasible. 

Nearby residents and council members generally 
praised the design of the condominium-style office 
buildings proposed on five acres on the south side of 
Foothill Boulevard at Mulberry Avenue. 

But a request to abandon the short stretch of Mulberry 
— giving the project more area and easing the parking 
requirements — drew more opposition than support from 
homeowners on Golden Rain Street south of the proposal. 

After two hours of discussion, the council unanimously 
approved the street vacation, but made the vote con- 
tingent on plans including a new access route through the 
property. Councilwoman Ina Petokas was absent. 

The street, referred to as an emergency fire lane, 
would be a minimum of 32 feet wide. Along with 


providing access for fire vehicles, the road would be 


open to the public and would end the currently dangerous 
offset alignment of Mulberry on the north and south sides 


of Foothill. 


Planning Director Bill Young suggested that a 
meandering design of the road would help curb through 
traffic heading south on Mulberry. 

Supporters of the project said the street vacation 
would reduce traffic accidents in the Golden Rain area. 

In making the street vacation depend on what amounts 
to a new version of Mulberry, the council followed a staff 
recommendation that was rejected by the planning com- 


mission on July 26. 


Landowner Alex Tobin is the applicant for the project, 
which would be developed by Birtcher Pacific of Santa 
Ana. They were represented by Leason Pomeroy of the 
architectural firm of Leason Pomeroy Associates in 


Orange. 


Asked during a recess about the project's future, 
Pomeroy said, ‘I don’t know,” later adding, ‘I’m not 
sure they’ll want to go ahead with the project.’’ 

Developer Arthur Birtcher has previously said the con- 
dominium approach to office buildings is a relatively 


new concept. 


Pomeroy noted the 18 buildings — ranging in size from 
3,100 to 4,720 square feet — would, for the most part, be 
grouped two or three together. He presented slides show- 
ing landscaping, parking arrangements and design 


features. 


All of the buildings were proposed as single-story 
structures, an aspect drawing residents’ support. Past 
proposals for multistory buildings at the location at- 


tracted opposition. 


After the key vote on the street vacation, the council 
continued requests for the zone change, conditional-use 
permit and tentative tract map until Sept. 17, giving the 
project sponsors time to consider their options. 

- About 30 residents stood in opposition to the abandon- 
ment of Mulberry; about half that number favored the 


street closure. 


office building, two single-story 
buildings for shops and two 
restaurants. 

Bainbridge said Vanguard is not 
ready to release the names of the 
center’s tenants, but listed some 
potential businesses: the regional 
office of an insurance company, a 
bank, a national dinner house, beau- 
ty salon, jewelry store, barber shop, 
travel agency and women’s and 
men’s apparel stores. 

The center is now scheduled .to 
open next summer. 

Baderdeen said the partners are 
looking for an opening sometime 
after the first of the year for the 40- 
lane bowling center called Celebrity 
Lanes. 

The overall center, with 11 small 
shops, will be called Celebrity 
Center, taking the name from a 
development in Denver that im- 
pressed Baderdeen. 

Baderdeen had said last 
December that hopes were for the 
center to open this month. Plans 
were delayed, he explained, while 
the partners looked into the 
possibility of developing a second 
bowling center in Alta Loma. 

Prospects for that center current- 
ly appear dim, he said. 

Upland and the surrounding area 
could support a 60-lane bowling 
center at the Foothill and Campus 
location, Baderdeen said. However, 
he added that the partners are going 
ahead with the 40-lane plans with an 
eye toward possible expansion later.

An Upland game inventor 
compares efforts at 
marketing .his..product to 
looking for a crack in a 
brick wall and trying to run 
through. 

Richard Werft Jr. has 
been examining that wall 
for. close to two years now, 
and he is still looking for a 
good-sized ‘crack. 

The advantages establish- 
ed companies — including 
Parker Brothers and Milton 
Bradley, the giants in the 
field have in securing 
critical shelf space give the 
term “monopoly”? meaning 
beyond the popular board 
game, he said. 

Drawing from Homer's 
classic, Werft created The 
Odyssey of Homer as a 
brightly colored board 
game. He relied on some of 
the typical stock of the 
trade: dice, cards, 
markers, start-finish for- 
mat and the goal of at- 
taining the highest point 
total.

Minor Upland budget change 


Without any comments from the audience, Upland Elementary School 
District trustees quickly gave final approval to the $10.1 million 1979-80 
fiscal year budget Tuesday night. 

There was just one minor ‘‘internal’’ change in the publication budget 
having to do with disbursement of money for replacing supplies from the 
Sierra Vista Elementary School fire in July 1978. 

This year’s income of $9,525,855 — made up mostly of state funds — 


represents a 7.5 percent increase over last year’s inconfe. 


_ Total expenditures of $9,523,747 show an increase’ in spending of 7.8 per- 
cent over last year. The present budget will allow for a reserve of $646,887, 
$2,108 more than this year’s beginning reserve. 
At the last board meeting, trustees asked about possible budget reduc- 
tions in textbooks, instructional supplies and travel and conference ex- 
penses so other programs could be offered. 
Trustees showed an interest in reestablishing a teacher‘s aide program 
and getting equipment and supplies to provide for a junior high typing class. 
But, district superintendent George Renworth could only recommend a 
small cut in travel — not enough to provide for the other programs. 
Instead, Renworth suggested to the board to delay action on addition of 
teacher’s aides until enrollment in the district is known. Should there be an 
enrollment higher than present estimates, teacher’s aides could be brought 
in ‘‘almost immediately,’’ Renworth said. 
However, he added that present predictions of an average daily atten- 
dance of 5,800 students were highly optimistic, as enrollment is expected to 
decline as in many other districts.

Odyssey of Homer reveals games’ monopoly 


bit longer than the 10-year 
journey by Odysseus (or 
Ulysses). The game has its 
roots in a project Werft sub- 
mitted for a ninth-grade 
English project. 

While not abandoning the 
game, Werft no longer pur- 
sues marketing his product 
full time. His job as assis- 
tant manager of a book 
store in Orange County 
precludes that. 

He called distribution the 
key to breaking into the 
game market, saying, ‘““You 
can have the best product in 
the world, but if you haven’t 
gat the distribution no one’s 
going to see it.” 

“You've got to have the 
numbers, the mass cirtula- 
tion, to hope to keep your 
idea rolling and your 
business rolling.” 

Werft incorporated the 
Action Game Co. in 1977 and 
has agents in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco working 
toward greater distribution 
than the 600 games sold in 
the past 18 months. 

“It’s a tough racket — it’s 
tougher than I ever thought 
it was,” Werft said. 

He called the education 
he has received in the game 
business an ‘‘expensive 
one,” but is still hopeful of 
finding outlets. 

Among his discoveries 
was the importance of 
advertising, particularly 
television advertising un- 
available to those with a 
limited bankroll. 

“Distributors especially 
seem oriented that unless 
you have advertising in 
mass amounts, thousands of- 
dollars, they don’t even 
want to look at your 
product,’’ Werft said. 

“Another thing I didn’t 
realize is that distributors 
are interested in having a 
line of, games, in other 
words seven, eight or 10. 
Well, you’d have to be a 
millionaire put seven, eight 
or 10 out initially.” 

Putting together a 
package of games is an 

arrangement that the 
manufacturers prefer as 
well. Borrowing from the 


movie industry. the term 
used is “block booking.” 

“The distributors are 
quite frank in telling you 
this. They'll say Parker 
Brothers and Milton 
Bradley come in and if we 
want to buy Monopoly we 
have to buy 10 or 15 other of 
their games.” 

Describing the game 
companies as forming a 
“locked-in” business, Werft 
said approaching the major 
firms directly met with lit- 
tle success. 

He received a form letter 
from Milton Bradley saying, 
the firm has a “uniform 
policy not to invite or 
accept ideas from sources 
other than those associated

with the company.”’ 

Just two companies of the 
some 50 he mailed letters to 
“responded with any kind of 
indication that they would 
even look at the product, 
anybody's product,’’ he 
said. 

Werft speculated that 
economics — the difference 
between paying royalties to 
outsiders and employees’ 
salaries — may rest at the 
root of the -firms’ reluc- 
tance. 

Along with the two 
nibbles, he came close to 
catching on with Minnesota 
firm looking for a 10th 
game for its Christmas 
package. 

If he had it to do over

Taking pictures of pets calls 
for.‘ some special little tricks’

“A man who hates kids 


and dogs can’be all bad!” 


Or so the line goes that was 
once uttered by a famous 
comedian. 

That may be true in some 
cases, but for the 
photographer, children and 
dogs, or even cats for that 
matter, make great 
subjects. 

Making good pictures of 
pets is not really difficult, 
but it does call for some 
special little tricks that can 
mean the difference 
between just ordinary 
photos or interesting 
character studies. 

Since many people have 
dogs or cats as pets, let’s 
concentrate on those. 

Children and pets react in 
almost the same way when 
before the camera. They 
are both easily distracted 
and almost impossible to 
pose. So what’s the answer? 

First, you must be ready 
with your camera to 
capture that instant when 
everything falls into place. 
The pose is perfect, the 
lighting is right and there’s. 
the picture before your 
camera for just a fleeting 
moment. If you have to 
fumble with your f-stops 
and shutter speeds, you will 
miss that moment. 

There are certain 
elements over which you 
can have some degree of 
control. 

You can select the 
location. You can also 
select the lighting, adding 
any artificial light as fill-in 
for shadows. 

If you want to get really 
serious, you can go the full 
studio routine,dragging 
your pet inside and perhaps 
making a difficult situation 
even more impossible. 





Most dogs and cats are 
outside animals and that’s 
where they should be 
photographed. Of course, 
when working outdoors, the 
lighting will be much easier 
to control and use. 

Barry Fitzsimmons made 
all the pictures you see 
here, and there are several 
elements that are the same. 

You will notice that, with 
the exception of the picture 
of the child holding the cat, 
all were made from the 
level of the pet. The 
photographer was not 
looking down onto his 
subject. He lowered the 
angle of the camera to 
almost ground. level this 
immediately adds an 
interesting angle. 

If you stop to think about 
it, most pictures are made 
from eye level. We tend 
to accept them since most 
things we see are from eye 
level. That’s why I often 


emphasize trying different 
angles on the same subject. 

If you have someone as an 
assistant, it can be their job 
to keep the attention of the 
pet. They can talk to the 
animal and keep it calm 
until you are ready. 

Notice also 
Fitzsimmons eliminated 
the backgrounds. In the 
more formal picture of the 
single dog, the trees in the 
background are out of focus 
to keep them from 
distracting the viewer. 

A lower angle will help 
eliminate a bad 
background. You may wind 
up with plain sky, which 
works quite well. 

Another key element in 
pet photography is the 
closeup. More than 


anything else, being able to 
see the detail of markings, 
the appealing expression 
and the interesting antics 
will make pet pictures

Cable car memorabilia 
is featured in museum

SAN FRANCISCO — 
Every San Francisco visitor 
loves the cable cars. Con- 
sider them a gift from the 
local taxpayers, their 
deficit buried somewhere in 
the price of your room at 
Stanford Court Hotel or 
your dinner at Jack’s. 

But not many visitors find 
their way to the city’s Cable 
Car Museum, which is ins- 
tant nostalgia. Opened five 
years ago, 
operated by the Pacific 
Coast chapter of the 
Railway and Locomotive 
Historical Society. Old 
cable cars and models are 
on display in the city-owned 
cable car barn, where the 
grinding sound of moving 
cables is a ,constant 
reminder that the museum 
is a live one. 

Once ‘there were nine 
cable car lines, back in the 
1870s. Now there are four, 
and from an official point of 
view, that’s enough: They 
sustain an annual deficit of 
more than $6 million. 

Each cable car requires 
two operators, whose 
salaries currently range up 
to about $24,000. 

There are 39 of the old 
cars, with as many as 25 in 
use at any given time. 

Cables wear out, and 
they’re expensive. The 
average cable life ranges 
from about 110 days on the 
Powell-Mason line to about 
300 days on the California 
Street line. For rail freaks, 
it’s a matter. of record that 
the annual cost to the City 


it’s owned and: 


of San Francisco for replac- 
ing cables is currently $109,- 
660. 

But the cable cars will 
stay. Despite repeated at- 
tacks by budget-watchers, 
they've been mandated by 
San Francisco voters. 

The museum was opened 
in the. Cable Car Barn in 
1974, just a year after the 
centennial of the first cable 
line: the Clay Street Hill 
Railroad, the first cable 
line in the United States. 
Old Car No. 8 from that line 
is on display in the 
museum. It made the first 
trip on the first cable line on 
Aug. 2, 1873. 

Despite use of cables in 
other cities, the system of 
cables being operated from 
the barn which houses 
today’s museum remained 
the most complex in the na- 
tion. Other old cats in the 
museum testify to technical 
changes through the 
decades, but the basic prin- 
ciple has remained the 
same. 

Two of the cars in the 
museum are from the old 
Sutter Street Railway Co. 
Built in.1876, they have open 
cars (called the dummies) 
which contain the grip: 
closed trailers that are part 
of the cars have no power of 
their own. . 

Both of these old cars 
were restored in 1939 by the 
Market Street Railway. 

Elsewhere in the museum 
are cable car models that 
represent the 57 different 
designs and paint schemes 
of cars that have operated 
on San Francisco cable 


tracks. Researching all this 
was a labor of love by the 
sponsoring chapter, led by 
Chairman Fred A. Stindt. 

These days there’s agita- 
tion by cable car buffs for 
extension of service. One 
scheme is to extend the 
California Street line to 
Presidio Avenue, which 
would be a boon to Japan- 
town and the Western Addi- 
tion. (The tracks and 
hardware are already 
there, buried under the 
paving.) Another proposal 
is to operate historic, 
rebuilt trains along the Em- 
barcadero from the Ferry 
Building to Ghirardelli 
Square. 

The cable car barn itself 
is an exercise in nestalgia. 

It’s the site of the cable 
machinery, car storage, 
and repair facilities. It was 
built in 1887 and almost 
totally demolished by the 
earthquake and fire of April 
18, 1906. 


Then came a period of |: 


wondering if the cable cars 
should be scrapped and 
streetcars installed. But 
some of the city’s grades 
proved too steep for street- 
cars, and the system was 
rebuilt.

Ondine’s Curse will follow 3-year-old for life

Tommy Morawski has Ondine’s Curse, a name from 
mythology for an almost demonic disorder. It means, 
simply, that if he goes to sleep unattended he very likely 
will never wake up. 

Tommy, 3, was born with a defect in the respiratory 
center in the brain — the mechanism that controls his 
breathing. In medical literature, where it is called 
alveolar or central hypoventilation, there are only 32 
cases like Tommy’s, who has been on a breathing 
machine — ventilator — while he sleeps ever since his 
first day of life. 

In the mythological literature of many countries, the 
story of Ondine’s Curse appears. It tells of a knight, 
Hans, and a sea nymph, Ondine, whom he jilts. 

For his infidelity, Hans is cursed by Ondine to a life of 
perpetual insomnia. If he sleeps, ever, he will stop 
breathing and die. 

Medical science has used the ancient name to describe 
a respiratory disease in which the person breathes 
normally while awake, but does not while asleep. 

In classic cases, such as Tommy’s, the disorder 
presents itself as a birth defect, cause unknown. At 
Children’s Hospital and Health Center in San Diego, 
Calif., they were slow to label Tommy with Ondine’s 
Curse. 

“In Tommy’s case,” Dr. Alan E. Shumacher said, ‘“‘we 
realized there was a problem within a few hours of birth, 
but it took us a long time to come to the conclusion that

he had what he has because none of us had ever seen 
anything like it before. And it is not the kind of diagnosis 
you make quickly.”’ 

Schumacher, coordinator of the intensive care unit at 
Children’s Hospital, said Tommy was transferred to the 
intensive care unit when he began to exhibit the strange 
disinclination to breathe while asleep. At Children’s, he 
was placed on a ventilator. 

“In the ensuing days, we kept trying to take him off the 
ventilator, but he kept failing when he was asleep. We 
couldn’t get him off the ventilator,’’ Shumacher said. 

‘“‘We were dealing with something we didn’t 
understand.’’ 

Tests eventually led them to the conclusion that 
Tommy’s problem was failure of his central nervous 
system, specifically the respiratory center in the brain 
stem, to turn on the automatic pilot so he could breathe 
while he slept. 

Pediatric neurologists first related the disorder to 
literature’s unfortunate name — Ondine’s Curse — when 
Tommy was 2 weeks old. 

Physicians at Children’s Hospital, particularly Dr. 
Sung Min Park, a pediatric pulmonary specialist, began 
searching the literature and conferring with specialists 
in New York, Boston and Stanford who reported 
experience with the rare syndrome. 

They tried different drugs te stimulate the brain to 
send out breathing signals during sleep, but without 
success. They studied Tommy while he slept and while 
he was awake. They used a variety of ventilators.

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When he was 4 months old, a small hole was made in 
his trachea to provide a convenient connection for the 
ventilator and eliminate a tube he had been using 
through his mouth. 

Tommy spent the first 18 months of his life in the 
intensive care unit at Children’s Hospital, but required 
its intensive care only while he slept. 

Since then he has been at home with his mother, Roma 
Morawski, a single parent, and a brother and sister (both 
normal). 

He is the first pediatric patient in San Diego to 
successfully use a large, complex ventilator at home. 

And he must use it even when he naps, now an hour 
every afternoon, and always at night. 

A new portable model weighting 26 pounds and the size 
of a suitcase, might make it possible for him to take 
overnight trips. 

Park said he believes the prognosis for Tommy is 
pretty good. The oldest of medical literature’s other 
patients with Ondine’s Curse is 7. Park said she is doing 
well in Massachusetts, but still is on a respirator while 
she sleeps. 

Implanted pacemakers to stimulate the lungs to 
breathe have not been successful in Ondine’s Curse. 

Park said he expects Tommy to require mechanized 
breathing while sleeping for the rest of his life at a 
staggering expense. 

The cost of care for the boy so far, most of it borne by 
California Children’s Services, has been about $265,000. 

‘You look at him,’’ Park said. Tommy was running

She is by training and ex- 
perience a planner, holding 
a master’s degree in 
economics and having 
worked as a director of 
planning for the Boston 
poverty program and the 
Massachusetts Office of 
Planning and Management. 

Gianturco first met 
Brown when both were 
students at UC-Berkeley. 
She served briefly as an 
assistant business and 
transportation secretary in

Saltonstall, a member of 
the famous Massachusetts 
family who continues to 
spend most of his time in 
Boston. 

Brown summoned her 
back to Sacramento in 
March 1976 to run the 
massive $1 billion-a-year 
Transportation Depart- 
ment. 

She was labeled in ad- 
vance as a planner strongly 
opposed to highway con- 
struction, a description she 
still tries to refute. 

She took over right in the 
middle of the heated con- 
troversy over the now- 
infamous Diamond Lane, an 
ill-fated experiment on the 
Santa Monica Freeway in 
Los Angeles that set aside 
one lane each way for 
multiple - occupancy 
vehicles during rush hours. 

Brown initially took 
credit for it as a part of the 
move away from the one- 
man, one-car California 
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tradition. 

By the time the courts 
ordered an end to the ex- 
periment ,Brown had dis- 
owned it, saying it was a 
creation of his Republican 
predecessor, former Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 

In fact, Gianturco said in 
a recent interview, most of 
the policies and actions for 
which she and Brown are 
being attacked were started 
in the Reagan administra- 
tion. 

She points to the 1973 
legislation that created the 


current Transportation, 


Department and called for 
“‘a balanced transportation 
program” with less focus 
on freeways. It also was 
during the Reagan years, 
she said, that the state 
began to take a second look 
at many of the planned 
highway routes and to scale 
down or eliminate projects. 

‘“‘What has happened 
since is that events have 


moved in the same direc- 
tion and reinforced what 
happened before,”’ she said, 
pointing to the energy 
crises of 1874 and today. 

Many of the decisions 
made during Reagan’s last 
term are only now being 
felt, she said, because of the 
long lead time required for 
massive construction pro- 
jects. 

However, she admits that 
under Brown ‘“‘the policies 


have been taken further and 


the style is different.” 

Under previous ad- 
ministrations, Gianturco 
said, transportation plan- 
ning was done quietly, 
behind the scenes by the 
close-knit members of the 
highway lobby. 

‘‘That situation has 
changed dramatically,’’ she 
said. ‘‘What we have now, 
for good or bad — I happen

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Hot bath for jams, jellies 


If you make jelly the 
usual way using jelly jars 
sealed with paraffin, it may 
come as a surprise to learn 
that processing jams, 
jellies or preserves in a 
boiling water bath is not 
only possible but has 
become the recommended 
method any place that mold 
is a problem. 

Research by food scien- 
tists at the University of 
Minnesota shows that 5 to 15 
minutes of processing in the 
boiling water bath prevents 
mold growth without 
significantly lowering the 
quality of the product. Half 
pint jars with two-piece lids 
are used in this method, in- 
stead of a paraffin seal. 

Microbiologist Dr. Ed- 
mund A. Zottola, who 
directed the three-year pro- 
ject, pointed out that the 
more common method of 
open kettle canning using 
sterilized jars sealed with 
paraffin is still a good one 
where mold is not a 
problem. He said no mold 
growth developed on the 
fruit spread processed that

Secrets of superb tempura

Hanako Ozawa is a tiny 
but energetic woman, who, 
although she has adopted 
Western dress since coming 
from Japan to Honolulu 48 
years ago, still clings to the 
language and the customs 
of her youth in Nirasaki. 


Her son, Walter, told her 
about a potluck party for a 
visitor, and early in the 
evening, Hanako arrived 
with cloth-wrapped dishes 
of ingredients and went to 
work, quietly and 
efficiently 


By the time the table was 
set with Hawaiian, Filipino 
and Japanese specialties, 
Hanako had prepared a 
platter of tempura, Japan’s 
most popular fried food and 
nine rolls of sushi. 


I had thought, on a trip to 
Japan 12 years ago, that I 
would never again have the 
opportunity to have 
perfectly prepared 
tempura, a Japanese 
specialty for 300 years. But 
Hanako had been taught 
well in her native Japan. 
Her tempura was superb. 


There are a few secrets in 
making tempura, batter- 
dipped and deep-fat fried 
morsels of fish, shrimp, 
asparagus, sweet potato, 
lotus root, eggplant, bell 
pepper, pearl onions, 
bamboo shoots, even 
parsley. 


One secret: Use good 
quality oil. This may be a 
blend of soybean and 
sunflower oils. 


More secrets: Use fresh 
ingredients. Use correct oil ° 
temperatures: 300 to 350 to 
375 degrees for seafoods, 
beef, etc. Use ice-cold 
water in the batter, and 
keep the batter chilled. 
Coat food thinly with the 
batter which should not be 
overmixed, but left a little 
lumpy. Prepare small 
amounts of batter at a time, 
cook a small quantity at a 
time, and serve 
immediately, piping hot.

Jews converted 
by ‘immoral’ 


approach: rabbi

Christian missionary 
organizations that -try to 
convert Jews are ‘‘basically 
immoral’’ because their ap- 
proach is an emotional one, 
says Rabbi Immanuel 
Schochet of Humber 
College, Toronto, Canada. 

“To me, this is both a 
very dangerous and a very 
deceptive approach, es- 
pecially when it’s used on 
young people,’’ Schochet 
said. 

‘They draw young people 
in, not on the basis of true 
conviction, but on the basis 
of fulfilling an emotional 
need,’ he added. 

There is nothing wrong 
with fulfilling an emotional 
need if the means used to 
fulfill it are thoughtfully ex- 
amined beforehand — 
something that rarely 
happens when young Jews 
convert to Christianity — 


evangelist who tells Jews 
they can accept Christianity 
without giving up their 
Jewishness. 

‘‘What they are trying to 
do is to tell Jews, who have 
a natural psychological 
aversion to Christianity, 
that they can accept Jesus 
Christ as the Messiah and 
still remain Jews,”’ said 
Schochet. 

“This is a total deception, 
a total misrepresentation 
and a falsehood because ac- 
cording to both the Old 
Testament and New Testa- 
ment, there is no such thing 
as retaining your Jewish 
identity and believing in 
Jesus as the Messiah.” 

Schochet said Cerullo’s 
writings are widely used by 
Christian proselytizers in 
eastern Canada in their 
missionary work among 
Jews.

Dear Mrs. Kinser: How 
do you determine how much 
to lengthen a long sleeve? 
We have long arms and 
need to lengthen our 
patterns. Sometimes they 
are still too short. 


Do you measure at the un- 
derarm seam? — Mrs. John 
R. Mendes, Chino, Calif. 


To measure correctly, 
place your hand on your hip. 
Measure (you'll need help) 
from shoulder to elbow. 
Then measure from elbow 
to wrist (or desired length). 
Treat these measurements 
separately. 


On the sleeve pattern, 
measure from seamline at 
top of cap down to level of 
elbow dart or ease. Then 
measure from elbow to 
seamline“at wrist (or 


, desired length). 


Compare the upper sleeve 
measurements, then com- 
pare the lower sleeve 
measurements. Working 
with each portion separate- 
ly, cut pattern in ‘two, 
halfway between cap and 
elbow; then halfway 
between elbow and wrist. 
Lap cut edges to shorten 
area; spread cut edges to 
lengthen area. It is possible 
you would need to lengthen 
one area and shorten the 
other. 

The location of your 
elbow dart or ease is vital to 
the comfort of your sleeve. 
If it does not fall at the 
elbow, you won’t be able to 
bend your arm in comfort.

What's the best approach to 
salvaging a winter pant 
coat?

Using long, 
hand basting, mark a 
crosswise thread and a 
lengthwise thread on each 
piece to make it easy to 
locate the straight-of-the- 
grain. 

Using your old lining 
pieces as a pattern, cut a 
new lining. Construct new 
lining, using the same width 
seam allowance as in the 
old lining. Set lining into 
coat.

Whether you love Los 
Angeles or hate it, it’s 
there, it’s very big, and it’s 
getting bigger. 

There are almost three 
million people within the 
city limits and about 10 
million in the basin between 
the mountains and the sea. 

Its geography is big. If for 
some strange reason you 
should want to, you could fit 


St. Louis, Cleveland, 
Minneapolis, Milwaukee, 
Boston, Pittsburgh, 


Manhattan and San 
Francisco ‘all together in 
Los Angeles’ 463 square 
miles 

Los Angeles also has 
tremendous economic 
impact: the nation’s 
second-largest population 
center, $30 billion annual 
buying income, a third 
ranking in the value of its 
manufactured goods. Los 
Angeles International 
Airport is the nation’s 
largest employer in a single 
location, with 101,688 jobs. 

There are more than 200 
newspapers, 60 radio 
stations and. several 
television stations in the 
area. 

Even the full name of the 
city — first settled in 1781 — 
is among the grandest in the 
world: El Pueblo Nuestra 
Senora La Reina de Los 
Angeles. 

But statistics do not 
answer certain questions: 
Is downtown Los Angeles a 
good place to work? A good 
place to live? Is it fun? Are 
there things to do? 

In short, at the very hub 
of the city, is there a 
“‘there”’ there? 

You know about the 
obvious: City Hall, Dodger 
Stadium, Olvera Street, 
Chinatown, Little Tokyo. 
But there is more. 

Townsend is certain that 
there is meaningful new life 
downtown, and his job is to 
make certain that people 
are able to get around 
easily enough to enjoy it. 

“Diversity is our biggest 
single attraction 
downtown,’’ said Townsend, 
director of circulation and

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He is in charge of Los 
Angeles’ people-mover 
plan, which recently was 
given final approval by the 
City Council. 

Where a shuttle bus now 
winds its way through 
downtown, three miles 
from one end to the other, 
an elevated system will be 
built. It will be short and 
expensive: 2.56 miles at a 
cost of $175 million. 

Planners hope to have the 
system finished in time for 


the 1984 Olympic Games, to 
be held in Los Angeles. The 


test project is financed 80 
percent with federal funds. 
“We're planning for a full 
rapid transit system which 
someday will link much of 
the city and the basin,” 
Townsend said. ‘‘We’re 
talking about $10 billion to 
$20 billion, and we’re 
aiming for a completion 
date in the late 1980s.”’ 

Meanwhile, Townsend’s 
agency is wrestling with 
several problems. 

“We wish Los Angeles 
hadn’t been allowed to 
sprawl so much,”’ he said. 
“We're spending too much 
energy getting around. The 
point of downtown is getting 
people into it and keeping 
them there. At night, there 
are not nearly enough 
people downtown. 

“Tt’s difficult for a man 
working downtown simply 
to call his wife on the spur 
of the moment and say, 
‘Come on downtown and 
we'll take in a movie.’ 
There isn’t any fast 
transportation from the 
man’s home to his office, 
and distances are great. 
Besides, there aren’t any 
first-rate movie houses 
downtown.”’ 

However, one of 
downtown’s soon-to-be built 













hotels will house four 
motion picture theaters. 

The Community 
Development Agency’s 
most famous project is 
Bunker Hill, an idea born 20 
years ago and now, at last, 
moving ahead with speed. 

Bunker Hill land is 
occupied by office towers, 
hotels and — perhaps most 
important — residential 
towers that are home to 
about 75 families. About 800 
to 1,000 more residential 
units are being built. 

The famed Angels Flight 
two-car, block-long 
railroad, torn down during 
construction, will be put 
back when the work is 
finished. 

“The tenants of the 
apartments and the owners 
of the condominiums tend 
to be three groups of 
people,’ Townsend said. 
‘“‘We have very young 
couples: who have not yet 
had children, middle-aged 
couples whose children 
have grown and gone, and 
the elderly. 

‘There aren’t many 


children. Raising a family | 


downtown is difficult. There 
aren't many parks or 
convenient schools. But the 
Music Center is just across 
the boulevard.”’

Townsend also said there 
is more major downtown 
building going on: a $275 
million twin-tower office 
building to be called 
Crocker Plaza, a million- 
square-foot Wells Fargo 
building, a Trust House 
Hotel with 600 rooms, a $100 
million office and retail 
complex (with adjacent 
housing) and several more 
office buildings, all higher 
than 20 stories. 

Townsend’s point is that 
Bunker Hill is working. 
After years of delay and 
uncertain public 
acceptance, today all the 
completed residential units 
— with rentals averaging 
$350 a month and purchase 
prices beginning at $80,000 
— are occupied and there is 
a waiting list. These people 
seem to find downtown Los 
Angeles a desirable place to 
live. 































There are stores, small 
and large, including the 
Broadway, Robinson’s, 
Bullock’s, May Co., Brooks 
Brothers and others, all 
downtown. 


There are glearning new 
hotels and renovated hotels, 
several with gourmet 
restaurants. 


There is the Bonaventure, 
rising like a collection of 
million-dollar stovepipes at 
the edge of Bunker Hill. The 
Bonaventure, with its sky- 
high lobby, shops, 


fountains, gleammeg glass 
and cool concrete, gets lots 
of attention. Cost: about 
$125 million. 

The hotel has 1,474 rooms, 
designed by famed hotel 
architect John Portman, 
the principal owner of the 
hotel. 

The Bonaventure, open 
about three years, is 
making it with convention 
business and acres of 
tourists.
